Headquarters of the Italian Army, 


July 3.—The Italian 
censorship has 
been reorganized and vastly improved, j 
particularly from a newspaper point 
of view*. 
Little censorship is now’ ex­ 
ercised over mail matter coming from 
or going to ally countries, such as 
France or England, but every mailed 
letter or package going to or coming 
from the United States and Switzer­ 
land is opened and read. 
The cen­ 
sors, however, are sometimes courte­ 
ous enough to notify a person sending 
suspected matter that it is being held 
for explanation. 
In the case of cable 
messages, the censor tries his best to 
let them go through, either holding 
the message for a time before sending 
it, or else cutting out objectionable in­ 
formation, sending the message in the 
new’ form, and 
then 
notifying 
the 
sender what portions have been elim­ 
inated. 
One of the reasons for the more 
favorable attitude of the Italian cen­ 
sorship is an abatement of the spy 
mania and the realization that this 
class of information is not as harmful 
as was formerly supposed. 
Another reason has been the influ­ 
ence of certain officers, patriotic jour­ 
nalists and business men 
who 
feel 
that Italy has not been fully under­ 
stood in this war and that correspond­ 
ence both of private individuals and 
newspaper men visiting or living iii 
the country would, if not too severely 
censored, let the outside world know* 
the truth about conditions and the rea­ 
son’s for Italy’s wrar. 
A direct result of this attitude has 
been the establishment recently at the 
headquarters of the army of a press 
bureau. 
One of the first steps taken 
by the officers in charge was to se­ 
cure permission for both ally and neu­ 
tral journalists to visit the army front 
and see the fruits of Italy’s effort to 
organize a splendid new’ army. 
Pre­ 
vious to the existence of this bureau 
but very few civilians had been a1 
lowed on the Italian front . The im­ 
pression had gotten abroad that Italy 
did not want her front visited and 
therefore no requests to visit it had 
been made, particularly by neutrals. 
The visitors at present admitted on 
the front, once the officers 
of 
the 
press bureau had satisfied themselves 
these visitors are without unfriendly 
intentions, are shown fully and freely 
all that they wish to see. 
In the han­ 
dling of newspaper copy written from 
the front, the largest latitude is per­ 
mitted the writers. Restrictions about 
naming 
geographical 
locations, are 
cast aside, since it is evident that the 
Austrians have military maps of the 
region and, as they are within speak­ 
ing distance of the Italian soldiers for 
nearly every foot of the four hundred 
miles of front, it w’ould be difficult 
to hide from them the names of the 
rivers and mountains along the front. 
The press bureau, although not long 
formed, has already justified itself, it 
is stated in the better understanding 
by France and England of the terrific 
difficulties under which 
the 
Italian 
army works in 
mountain 
territory, 
where it takes weeks to move large 
bodies of troops or put artillery into 
new positions, and where the taking 
of a single mountain involves the pa­ 
tient effort and staunch heroism of 
months of hahrd fighting. 
The numbers frequently referred to 
in official military bulletins, in con­ 
nection with operations at places the 
names of which are not mentioned, 
has given rise to the popular impres­ 
sion that the number is used in order 
to withhold exact information as to 
the geography of the operations. 
As a matter of fact, and particularly 
in mountain operations, the use of a 
number conveys the most exact and 
accurate information. 
Every hilltop 
and mountain in Europe has long been 
identified by a number. This number 
is not an arbitrary one. 
It is the ex­ 
act height in meters (one meter is 
39.37 inches) of the hilltop or moun­ 
tain above the sea level. 
As no such 
hilltops or mountains have the same 
same, at least in the same range ot 
same, atleast in the same range of 
mountains, and they differ so as to 
indicate the heights of different sec­ 
tions of the side of the same moun­ 
tain. 
While these numbers are of the 
utmost importance in military opera­ 
tions, 
inasmuch 
as 
they 
indicate 
heights and distances in particular to 
artillery officers, they have been long 
determined by other than the geogra­ 
phical branch of the general staffs of 
armies. 
They are found in every de­ 
tailed map of a given territory and 
therefore come under the head of in­ 


formation accessible to automobilists, 
physicians, 
miners, 
engineers 
and 
mountain climbers.

ministration, hut in Santa Clara and 
Oriente provinces there are insurgent 
groups who profess to object on prin­ 
ciple to a second term. 
It is probable, 
however, that their adhesion will be 
gained. 
Tho liberals continue greatly disor­ 
ganized, but strong efforts are being 
made by form er President Jose Miguel 
Gomez, Juan Gualberto Gomez, Ores­ 
tes F errara and ether influential men 
io consolidate ail the factions in sup­ 
port of Dr. Zayas. 
Reports that Hr. 
NI < Juliet a, who resigned from the vice 
presidential place on the Zayas ticket, 
has decided to withdraw his’ resigna­ 
tion, is considered very encouraging 
‘or the cause of liberal unity. Form er 
President Gomez will probably manage 
che Zayas campaign and will accept a 
senatorship from his home province of 
Santa Clara.

T I M E M A K E S CHANGES. 


A woman prominent in philanthro­ 
pies in a large city was speaking the 
other day of the difficulty of getting 
volunteer workers. Years ago there 
seemed to he a lot of young women 
who could be secured 
to

sick and read to them, teach in mis­ 
sion Sunday schools, etc. Today she 
finds it almost impossible to get such 
workers. Probably the type of women 
who used to do this work is now en­ 
gaged 
in 
professional employment. 
Formerly these girls remained in the 
home, helped about the house work 
and had much 
leisure time. 
They 
were available for all sorts of phi­ 
lanthropies. Now they need all their 
free time for rest r»nd recreation. 
Thus the world 
gets on a more 
commercialized basis. The unmarried 
girl who used to visit the sick is now 
pounding a typewriter. Put tho fami­ 
ly that has one or more girls having 
a regular income should be in easier 
financial circumstances. The girl hav­ 
ing become self-supporting, the man 
of the family is relieved from the 
Jrain on his income. 
Some of this 
will be absorbed by the modern cost 
if living, but not all. 
The man who is relieved from the 
support of his daughters should re­ 
member that years ago the women 
used to carry on without pay many 
charities 
and 
philanthropies. 
Now 
much of this work has to be paid for. 
The work of women has added new 
wealth to tho communities, some of 
which should be 
returned 
to 
the 
philanthropies which women used to 
support so generously. Also a pecu­ 
liar responsibility rests upon people 
of both sexes who have ample sup­ 
port without taking any business or 
professlona position. The number of 
volunteer workers is too few today, 
and charity is a field offering sat in­ 
action to men and women of wealth.

“Do bees ever store enough sur­ 
plus honey to pay for their keep?” is 
a question which prospective and dis­ 
couraged hee keepers often ask. The 
records of the apiary of the depart­ 
ment of entomology of the University 
of Missouri for 
the 
present season 
will help to answer this question. 
The department apirary this spring 
consisted of eight spring stands, five 
of which were three and five-banded 
Italians, two the leather colored Ital­ 
ians and one black bees, taken from 
a hee tree in 1915. 
Of these eight 
original spring stands, three were in 
eight-framed, dove-tailed hives, one a 
glass or 
observation 
hive. 
Since 
spring these eight stands have given 
off by natural and artificial swarming 
thirteen additional stands. All these 
are developing 
into 
strong stands, 
some having already stored consid­ 
erable surplus. The apiary has also 
been used by 
the 
students 
in the 
class in bee-keeping for practical ap­ 
iary experience. 
Since the 
middle 
of 
June 
the 
stands have been so prosperous that 
they have insisted on building queen 
cells and threatening to swarm. June 
22 and 24 the honey extractor was 
cleaned up and a part of the surplus 
honey 
extracted 
and 
the 
empty 
combs returned to the stands. 
Two 
hundred pounds of fine white clover 
honey were removed and all frames 
which had uncapped cells 
were re­ 
turned to be refilled. At least IOO 
more pounds of 
honey 
was almost 
ready to be extracted. 
By fall the value 
of 
the apiary, 
counting only the bees, will have in­ 
creased at least 150 per cent. 
The 
surplus honey will be w'orth from IOO 
to 200 per cent of the original value 
of the spring 
stands, 
besides 
the 
value to the adjoining orchard in the 
pol Ionization cf fruit, which has been 
worth far more tha the value of the 
surplus honey and 
the 
increase in 
the value of the apiary.

but the soldiers were poorly equipped 
for the undertaking. They lacked dis­ 
cipline, organization and spirit, 
and 
although 
the 
Mexican 
government 
may have desired an aggressive cam ­ 
paign, the local leaders and men had 
no intention of taking 
an offensive 
against the savages, whose fighting 
ability is w'ell known throughout the 
republic. Like the Apache tribes of 
Arizona, the Yaquis have committed 
the most lendish atrocities. For this 
reason the 
troops 
fear to operate 
against the warriors. 
The strength of the Indians is not 
accurately known, but it is estim ated 
as being about 10,000, of which 
ap­ 
proximately 
4,000 
are 
well 
armed 
fighting men. 
This 
force generally 
operates in bands of fifty to IOO or 
more, which m ake swift and unex­ 
pected raids upon 
outlying ranches 
and villages during the harvest .sea­ 
son if their food supply happens to 
run low*, as is the case at the pres­ 
ent 
time. 
Spies 
are 
maintained 
throughout the farm ing region, 
who 
keep the tribe well informed and as­ 
sist in the raids. 
The Indians dress as do the peons 
with shill and trousers of faded blue 
denim or khaki, usually the latter as 
it is more easily procurable, for many 
Yaquis have served in the revolution- 
irv army. A large straw* hat, not un- 
ike that worn by northern farmers, 
with brim 
turned 
down, 
protects 
them from the sun and conceals their 
dent it y w hen necessary, and 
their 
reet are protected 
from 
tile rough 
country 
by 
leather sandals—guara- 
chos, a they are called. 
This similarity 
of 
garb makes it 
difficult even for Mexicans to distin­ 
guish parties of Indians from troops 
of the defacto government, and as a 
result bands have been able to enter 
towns before their identity w*as dis­ 
covered. For example, the 
town 
of 
Sauz, Sonora, was raided last year. 
The inhabitants 
saw' 
the 
mounted 
body 
approaching, 
with 
trum pets 
flourinshing and drums ruffling, but it 
was thought that an expected detach 
ment of troops was arriving. Not un­ 
til the Indians wrere actually in town 
w*as it' realized what had happened. 
Men, women and chidren were forced 
out of their homes and driven to the 
town piazza, where all wrere stripped. 
Terrified 
and 
helpless 
they 
stood 
w’hil the savages packed the cloth­ 
ing, looted the houses, gathered in 
the horses and mules and rode off un­ 
molested with 
four 
of 
the 
young 
girls. 
The Mexican wife and family of an 
American, John 
Lehr, 
were carried 
off by the Indians during a laid on 
the town of 
Suaque 
Grande during 
November of last year, after the 17- 
year-old son had 
been 
killed, 
but 
these 
captives 
were 
released 
last 
m onth when the IndianC w ere forced 
to abandon one of their many w ater 
holes upon the unexpected approach 
of a vastly superior force of Mexican 
troops. 
W ant of food and clothing causes 
the Indians to m ake these forays, and 
for this reason the productive lands 
of the American settlem ent south of 
the Yaqui river have been subjected 
to many costly incursions which have 
laid w aste most of 
that 
region and 
forced the m ajority of the settlers to 
abandon their farm s and return, 
in 
many cases penniless, to the I nited 
States. 
Late 
information 
indicates 
that 
the Indians are now operating north­ 
ward in the vicinity of Ortiz, a small
